ground w as litera lly covered w ith p arts 
of hum an beings, and w ith th e dead 
and injured. 
T he houses in th e vicin­ 
ity w ere as tho ro u g h ly w recked as if a 
cyclone had passed. 
One of th e rescu­ 
ing corps g ath ered tw enty-seven dead 
bodies in one pile, e ig h t in an o th er, 
and tw o an d th re e in o th er piles. 
T he w ork of rescue w as prosecuted 
in earnest. E very vehicle in th e city w as 
b ro u g h t in to service. 
T he hospitals 
w ere filled. 
The spare room s in th e 
hotels w ere tak en , and p riv ate houses 
w ere th ro w n open w here it w as neces­ 
sary. 
T he sig h ts in th e u n d e rta k in g 
estab lish m en ts w ere aw ful; all w ere 
filled w ith hum an flesh. 
M any of th e

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SHORTAGE SETTLED 
BY THE BONDSMEN 


$7,705.30 W AS PAID TO TREAS 
URER FATHERS TODAY. 


Understanding W as Reached by the 
Sureties and the City Last Night 
and a Compromise W as Agreed Up­ 
on Although the Bondsmen Might 
Have Evaded Payment. 
Ex-Treasurer Murphy's 
bondsmen 
made a settlement with the city at a 
special meeting of the council last 
night and as the result City Treasurer 
Fathers, this morning, received and 
receipted for 
$7,705.30, 
the 
sum 
agreed upon as a full settlement as 
far as the bondsmen are concerned. 
Mayor Thorougbgood presided at the 
meeting, and all the aldermen were 
present except Aldermen Baines, Cun­ 
ningham and Smith. 
M. G. Jeffris as attorney for the 
bondsmen made a statement, that the 
shortage as claimed was $8,779.10; 
that $917.19 of thir amount Murphy 
never received; that $62,48 was in il­ 
legal tax certificates, and $93.73 in 
miscellaneous vouchers, leaving only 
$7,705 30. 
He understood the council 
was willing to accept this, and that 
the bondsmen were willing to pay the 
same notwithstanding the fact that 
the bondsmen could, in Mb opinion 
successfully contest the payment on 
three points as follows: 
First—On two of the bonds a mem­ 
ber of the common council at that 
time was surety. 
There was a serious 
question for that reason as to the va­ 
lidity of the bond. 
Second—Each of the four bonds say 
on the face that they are for one year. 
There is a question whether that lan­ 
guage would stand good for a term or 
for one year from the date on which it 
was signed. 
Third—The city treasurer made an­ 
nual and monthly statements of the 
condition of the funds in his charge, 
which accounts were duly audited, 
which might relieve the sureties. 
Bondsmen Would Settle. 
Settlement on this basis would be 
cheaper for the bondsmen than to 
make a contest with four expensive 
law suits. 
He said that Mr. Murphy 
had turned over to the bondsmen all 
the property supposed to he in his 
possession, including the old home­ 
stead on Hickory street, with other 
property he inherited from his mother, 
and also his Milwaukee avenue pro­ 
perty.

men of the region:

ers have so long had.’’ 
While the faculty are not favorable 
to the new arrangement each one will 
give the experiment an honest trial. 
The college has enjoyed remarkable 
prosperity the last few years.

attendance of students has doubled 
and its endowments trebled, and those 
enthusiastic over the admission of wo­ 
men believe that this act of the trus­ 
tees will do more to further its growth 
than anything eise could have done.

Clellan co-partners in the firm of N. B. 
Robinson & Company.” He knew too, 
that with nothing but faulty papers 
behind them, the constable and his 
posse were mere trespassers and that 
they had no business to invade his 
domain. 
That’s way Mr. Robinson 
didn’t get his money, 
on that deal, 
and it didn’t take long for him to set­ 
tle with Hahn and give him a receipt 
in full in addition to paying costs and 
some of 
the attorney's feeB. 
But 
the 
riot 
charge 
was 
not 
so 
easily 
disposed 
of. 
The 
fight that followed 
the attempted 
levy, resulted in the more or less gen­ 
eral use of pistols,knives, beer bottles 
aud axes. 
The battle was a wicked 
one and even when the constable was 
reinforced by Under Sheriff Hawver, 
the officers of the law were routed. 
The case came before Court Commis­ 
sioner Luschinger at Monroe yester­ 
day. Hahn said that he didn’t indulge 
in a riot but mildly claimed that he 
had to defend his place when it was 
attacked.

“ We defended it,” he stated, “ and 
I am told that the constable had two 
ribs fractured. 
But we bad to dis 
perse the crowd who were unlawfully 
besieging us and they said that while 
we were dispersing them that Ivava 
naugh got hurt.”

Pierce of this city, have charge of the 
defense and District Attorney A. S 
Douglass w ill be assisted by P. J

Mr 
Robinson is simply a witness in the 
cas as his personal claim has been 
fully settled. Hahn is said to be quite 
a character and the story of his differ­ 
ent experiences would make quite a 
book.
